not in, but came in soon; he #ald the vessels
were not ready; Mr. Atwell then went up an
alley and returned with a man, the gsme man 1
saw o prison: Mr. Atwell called bim up and
counled out money, and sald, ‘“There is 825 for
you;" the man said, “That is not enough;” Mr.

Callector of the Fourgh Distioly Times Atwell's
distiliery wis selxed oh the 181 of Nugust by
James J, Brooks; tha selzure was for romoving
four barrels of whisky bearlng frandulent in-
spection marks, and for other reasons.

Albert L. Mugllton sworn—1 am Deputy Col-
lector of the First District; four barrels of whisky
were seized at Mr. Keenan's store on the 18th of
Angust; jlulﬁing from the marks npon them they
come from Mr. Avwell's distillery.

Deteotive Gordon sworn—I went to prison
with Mr. Wood; Thada note from the Mayor,
and I remained down stales and Mr. Wood went
in company with one of the keepers up stairs;

The changes that were In progress in the bnlld-
ingx of Lafayotte College, Easton, at the thine of
the last commencement, are resulting in great
Improvemente.
main bullding was made sbout three years ngo,
and n plan was prepared by John MeArthur, Jdr.,
of this city, who sugzeatod the
wings, to bo connected with the main structure
Ly Intermedinte towers,

The tirst Imperative need, two years ago, was
addittonnl dormitories, Foonr Students’ Homes
were crected, nud designnted
west) Plalr Hall, Newkirk Hall; Martlen Hall,
and Powell Hall, The cost of econstructing the
three Intter have lately been assumed by the
pentlemon whose family names they bear. The
Kustonlan Bullding Fund™ became available
for the entt wing. The wing—perhaps its
future nnme may be “Eastonion Hall”—ijs 45 by
(61 feet, A hnll 20 feet high, covering the
eotire surfnce of the bullding, flls the flest
floor, the entrance belne fromn the tower at 1
side. Ttway be used temporarily as a gener
aesem iy roomm untdl the chapel is bulle, 1 I3
lntended ultinintely to contadn the cabinet of
geology. It Is wholly surrounded by a gallery
six and a hodf feet in width, twelve feet above
the floor, =0 that the entire wall sarface s
available for shelving, to display the colleetions
just copunenced to be gathored. The further
extension of the mineralogieal cabinet, to
which cleven thousand specimens have been
added within the past three years, may alzo
demand part of the space.

Betwoen the mnin and second storles, hollow
panels in the exterior surface relleve the wall
from dulness; they are faced with moulded Iron
tablets, The moxt floor contains four rooms;
one 32 |r_\' 34, for clnsses in Mechanies and Ex-
perimental Philosophy, under the tultion of
Erof, Jomes W, Moore, M. D, and one In the
sauth front to be nsed as the Presldent’s room.
The upperstory aftords a room 65 by 55 feet, for
classes in mechanical drawing, wall lighted, os
requlved forthis uge, v 18 windows, For no
purpose more than this  has pdditional sphee
been absolutely demanded.  ITo<truetlon canpot
well be glyen, nor neat drafting aented, In
apartments el | (1] other o reupations,
where jnrcing and dust st continually  be ¢n-
countered.

The floors derive thelr chict support from
three wrought-iron girders, thiviy-five leet long,
cleven Inches deep and half an inel thick,
stityed by Lelog Dolted Letween lron side-gled-
ers. The corners are Inced with snndstone guoins
from the MHummellstown qnareics, in Lebanon
county. Fixtures for oag and ot ale extend
through the cdifice.

The tower that conpects this wing with the
centre contaius a spiral stalrease, and is 4 by 24
feet, rismg 0 feet from the paved aren. Its
dormant roof is supported by o pointed Tight
iron railing, The windows are germinate, set
In arched panels. The belfry {8 of the Norman
order, enclosed. In It swings the old **Hol-
Lrook™ bell, which ouglhit vow to be relieved
from its long eervice by substituting a college
monitor of sweeter tone and heavier welght.
